A DRUO DENOUNCED.

I could change St. Francis of Asaiase 
into a Charles Guiteau. I could talce 
the purest and best man or woman -in 
the city ot St. Louis and, after a course 
of treatment reai;hing not over two 
■weeks, change him or her into a btmst, 
unworthy, base nnd wretched. It is the 
devil's own drug." "'J'lic drug," he add- 
ed "is a good tiling in its wav, but it 
js such an awfully bjid thing at the 
ja^p tjrae that it were better it had 
jipypf bpep discpvered. This flrug sent 
gpfi of the very best physicians in the 
pit^'Of St. Louis into an insane aay- 
l(jm,.§Dd it was with difficulty that he 
Wfis snatched back from utter madiiess 
and restored to his family and useful- 
ncBS. Fortunately that restoration was 
complete, although he bad passed 
through an experience which he will 
never forget, and which makes him 
shudder now when he speaks or writes 
about it. It is a local aniusthetio, and 
in operations on the eye or otberjplaceH 
where the mucous membrane is expos- 
ed, the alkaloid was a great discovery.

man's Iniiiiinniiity^. 

Nesv Havkn (Conn.), Nov, 4. — A 
case of inhuman ireatuiuat was un- 
earthed yesterday by Dr. Adams, Ag- 
ent of the Connecticut Humane Society 
who broke into the house of George 
Peck, Jr., at Chelsliire, Connecticut, 
the family being absent, and released 
Mrs. Caroline Brooks, Si yi'ar.'s old, a 
widow, who has been confined there for 
over two years. She. was locked in a 
little room which was filthy in the ex- 
treme and is tilled with the most dread- 
ful stench. The woman was covered 
with rags, and the floor was strewn 
with bones from vliich she had picked 
what meat was given lier. Gn a plate 
was her single daily meal. It consisted 
of cold liotutocn. She was removed to 
the poorbouve. She is the widow of 
Aaron Brooks, a soldier of the war of 
1812. She hud a little ])ro[ierty in 
Southington township which she turn- 
ed over to the townsliip in trust to take 
care of her during her life, in order to 
escape falling inio the hands of Peck, 
who is a distant relative. After making 
the transfer she was surprised to find 
that the township bud contracted with 
Peck to take care of lier. He did it in 
the luanner indicateil.

TEE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAIL- 
iVA Y. 



The last spike of the Canadian Paoilio 
has been driven homo and tHe railway in 
the ordinnrily ncceplud aenso of tho word 
ia oorapleted. So accustomed havu we in 
British Colurabiii become to alluaion to 
this line, of railway that wo poasibly fail 
"to reoognise, as adequately ua those con- 
templating tho fact ttt a distniico more re- 
mote from tho scone ivro liblo to do, thiU 
an unbroken lino of railwi'.y con- 
necting tho waters of the Sr. L:iCTrence and 
tho Friiser rivers- -tliti junction of tho 
waterways to two ocaima, in f:ict — is n 
truth whose signilicanco and inii;;tiitude 
oaDnot at onoa be fully realized . In 1870 
the then leader of our provincial govern- 
mont remarked iirit tho oliild unborn 
would live and die willmut witnesaini; a 
railway from tho iiiiist tlin.uj;h liritish 
Columbia. liut even as we write the 
ringing of the hainnior on tlie iiead of tho 
last spike is echoini; tho completion of 
that line, and aunouucea tho realization 
of a dssiro which through all our dill'er- 
oncos with the Doniiiiiiiii has over been 
made tho chief ond of o uifiMlei-.Uion. As 
far back as tho u iuiei- of iS71 tiio first 
railway bill pnjvidui^ for the construction 
of this great lino jiassed tiie Dominion 
OommonB, and in July of tho same year 
the first parties of Canadian railway on- 
ginoera outtitted at Victoria and plunged 
into tho forests of the mainland to ex- 
plore for a praciiciiole roiilo. Tsvo years 
later — in 1873 — arose what was called the 
Faoifio Seaudal, with tho result that the 
Maodonald governtnetit resigned and the 
Mackenzie government came into power 
introducing the "water stretch policy," 
which, however, failnd. On tho defeat 
of tho Mackenzie govern men t in 1873, 
the Maodonald goverainoiic went vigor- 
ously to work to build the road, and in 
1879 handed it over U\ ihe preaaiit Syndi- 
cate, which commenced coniitructiou east 
of the BockioB in 1870. This province 
went into oonfederaii 'ii in 1871, foo of 
the stipulations bein^ the inim'jdiate 
commencomont of a irMFficontinenlal lion 
froai ocean to ocean. N-.iirly nine years 
passed and though railv.,:y construction in 
this province had not I'oi'n sua ted it be- 
came imminent, Durino the interval 
matters had not gone altogether smoothly 
between tho province and the Dorainiou 
— oven to agitation for sepiiratioii. Yet 
nft decided rupture occurreil, and provin- 
cial discontent was con-siilorably aoftoiied 
by the knowledge of tlui oxtonaive ex- 
plorations and surveys that were insti- 
tuted with a view to the discovery 
of tho most fensiUhi location of 
tho lino. l''or seviTiil y<;arii fruit- 
leas efforts were n;;uio at an im- 
mense outlay and unroniittiiig exeriions 
to locate a superior and Itrss costly lino 
than one by way of the Yellowheod Pass, 
and with this view the mora northern 
passes of the Poaoe and i'ine river dis- 
tricts wore exten:<ively e^plorad for a 
favorable route from tht- coast iit or near 
Port Simpson to connect wit!) tho line at 
Fort Edmonton on tiiu eantoin tiidu of tlie 
Rooky mountain.s. i'jven bo \;.Xv as the 
end of 1879 the actual routo hr.d not been 
•determined, until Mr. Sandford FliMuiuj;, 
the onglueer-in-chief of the railway, ro- 
commendod tho final adoption of a line 
running west throunii tho YoUuwhead 
Pass to Burrard Inlet, and an oidcr-in- 
jsouncil ratifyint; tiie h \id ado[)i ion wiis 
passed by the Doininion ovU L-nmimit on 
the 4th October, 187'.l; the continuation 
of the line to Vancouver Island (Victoria) 
bsing iemporarili/ abandoned. This de- 
cided upon, tho contract for the C')nr,truo 
tion of tho extreme wes^orn division was 
let and work upon it conimeinjod in the 
spring of 1880, since when it Ii.ts pro- 
ceeded vigorously and uniiitorrupiedly to 
its culmination, which aino is thut of the 
whole line. I'lie total co.-.t. of con.-.lnic- 
tion is estim-itod at tMaily $1)1,000, 000, 
and of this 81u,000,0t)0 v.itc e.\ii;iided in 
buying up other rail'.v;iys, ,-.:iii n similar 
sum on the Uuderdonk contracts. Thirty 
million dollars worth u£ tlie line was 
i>uilt by govornmeni, who also gave a 
^ash subsidy of .^25, 000,00!). Tho length 
of tho line from Mmriie il to Port Moody 
as, approximately, 3,;iU0 mile.-i, wliila the 
ferry connection v;ith the Island railway 
will give another 80 miles ni reaching 
"Victoria — the ultimate teniiiiuis, Tao 
(Janadian Pacific raii'.M.y furnishes a 
marvel of engineering; rriiioijih over what 
were at first duenied iiisiUy-^rably narural 
dlflicultiea, nod -.UMii-; ti. d ^y pro emi- 
nent as tho must gi^.tiiMc c.'iuui-jiciiil en- 
terprise ever cirriea to a sucee.isful i,-suo.

'may 'fier Majesty knight the men prom- 
inent in tho railway syndicate and con- 
gratulate Sir John Macdonald and her 
loyal subjects of Canada on the coniple- 
tion of the great work; but above a simi- 
lar interchange of such sentiment betwoen 
all the provinces should be heard tho sglf- 
gratuletioBs of British Ooluinbia that at 
last her long deferred hope has been 're- 
alized — that she has been brought nearer 
to Canada — nearer to Great Britain — 
nearer to tho centralization of federal in- 
terests — nearer to tho influx of capital, 
the eatabliahment of many iudustrioa, in- 
crease of trade and commerce, the better 
regulatioiv of supply and demand— and 
with these the advent of a prosperity 
which it ia hoped will bo aa general aa tho 
franehiae and aa lasting as our mountains 
with their vast stores of hidden wealth. 
Olio tiling only tempers our triumph — 
reminds us (like the slave ut the Konian 
victor's elbow) that no cup ia unalloyed, 
and that is the regretful knowledge that 
tho minerals within the railway belt are 
claimed by tho Doinini"n. Wliether this 
claim be finally ccniceiied or a moditioa- 
tion of it obtained will remain to bu seen; 
it is nevertheless certain that the comple- 
tion of this moat important line will 
mark in tho history of Canada a still more 
rapid stage of her national progress in 
which this province, as an integral part, 
will participate, ancl it ia therefora with 
feelings of loyalty to the Dominion and 
of hopofulness for our future that we hail 
the completion of tho Cainidian Pacific 
Railway,

Somo one at Barkervillo, writing to 
our morning contemporary, detail.-* atuiie 
of tho eccentric doiiiga of the depnty- 
slieriir there, and refers to that ollicor as 
"one of Sniiiho »t Co.'s appointmeiila." 
Without professing to know hov,' far tho 
corroapondent's strictures upon tho indi- 
vidual in question. are justified by facts, 
we do know that there is no good ground 
for asserting that ho is an appointee bf tho 
government. Under tho present system 
the sheriff is appointed by, and receives 
a nominal salary from, tho government ; 
but he selects and pays his own deputy, 
and, as a matter of fact, the govecument 
have no more to do with his selection of 
a deputy than they have vith his sulec- 
tion of a cook. Tho law, however, takes 
cognizance of all misdoing, whether by a 
deputy sheriU'or by a cook, and it would 
appear from the aaine correspondent's 
statement that tho person in question has 
boon niado painfully aware of the fact. 
We can easily understand the anxiety of 
the correspondent of an op|)oaition oru'im 
to hold tho government responsible for 
every wrong, and tho public occasionally 
witnesses some very ludicruns instances 
of tho kind; but the Cariboo correspon- 
dent of tho organ of the opposition should 
have known that the government have not 
tho appointing of daputy-sheriffs. Where 
there e.xists so little real ground for find- 
ing fault with the government, it is, pur- 
haps, scarcely to bo wondered at that un- 
scrupulous or ill-informed enemies are oc- 
casionally driven to unreal or false 
ground.

The judge 
in his chargo to tho jury urged that they 
bring in a verdict according to law, and 
not to allow por.sonal sympathies tci in- 
fluence their decision. ]\Ir. Stead, Justice 
Lopes said, filled tho Pall Mall Gazette 
with filthy, disgusting articles of aif ob- 
scene nature, tho publication of which 
was not connectod with the present 
chargo. Tho only material question for 
the jury to decide waa whether the child 
Eliza Arm5tri)iig u'aa taken away from 
hot home against her father's will. They 
wore also to determine- whether the 
mother sold her child to the prisoners as 
alleged by defendant.'!. Tho jury retired 
.at 3;-i0 p.m. Tho foreman asked the 
judge, bef(jre tho jury left their seats, to 
1)0 allowed to diatiiiguiah between .Mrs. 
Jarrett and Mr. fitead aa to their criminal 
liability in case the jury concluded that 
Mrs. Jarrott had disobeyed the instriic- 
tioii of Mr. Stead, 

The jury brought in a verdict of guilty 
against .Stead and Rebecca Janrott, and 
acquitted both Jacques and Booth. The 
jury returned to tho courtroom at f):-!0 
o'clock with their verdici. They attieed 
that Stead and Mr.n. Jirrett tuok Klizi. 
.\rniatrong from her home again.-^t lier 
fiitlicr'a vvill, but could not at^ree aa to 
whothur Mrs. Jarrett obluiiied the child 
by false pro'ences. Tl>ey also agreed tliat 
Ihe mother did not sell her child, aa al- 
leged by defendant, and that Booth and 
J icq ues were not parties to the abduc- 
tion. The judge deferred passing sen- 
tenco on the convicted pri.'ionera until 
::f;er the trial of iiideci-nt aa-iault against 
tite;'.!!, J.iC(i,ie.-<, .Jarrett and .llowitiy. 

The priBoiiers were ail adiiiit;ed t ,' bail 
to appear on Tuesday next. The jury 
allowed tliat Mr Stead had been misled, 
and they urged that the laws for the pro- 
ttjo'ioii of Women and children should be 
better enforced.

Struug-c Phases of Britisli Poli- 
tics. 



London, Nov. 7.— The Irish cpiestion 
has for tho niotncnt given way to tho re- 
ligious qutition in British politics. 
Parnell ia pcrniitted to go on arranging 
his campaign ajid nominating his candi- 
dates in Irelaiiii pretty much as ho [.ileases 
v.lule voters in England and Scotland aro 
sol by tint oars over t'le (|Ue8lion of dia- 
estahliohiiig the Church. Thu controversy 
has become exceedingly bitter. Tho Es- 
tablished Church is fighting for life 
agaii^st .^s, diBsent^i'S atruggti,De to de- 
stroy the slate monopoly of religion. 
Everybody in Great Biitain has become 
deeply iiiteri'stud and it ia now thought 
the result of the elections will hinge en- 
tirely on .chitrch questions. The Con- 
servatives' Would soon have gone to pieces 
ill the ptditic il struggle, and the campaign 
was sliifu'd to Irish tnatters. On the»i' 
tin; torifcs got the better of l>. . 
liberal.) aiid securi'd a coalition with 
the iioine roleis. While tho liberals had 
a chancoof ..lliliating with Paniellitrs they 
ignored th • r.olicals. Tho latter there- 
fore opi.'io d a eainpaigii on their own ac- 
c.iunt aoiliiiov made a prominent work for 
liisi.sia.iiisoijiDiii; when Gladstone and hia 
lilier.il ciillo ..;uo8 noro ari.msed by tho do- 
ft'Ctinii lit tl.. i':-.!;:o!!iio3 to the nece.iaity 
of .seouiiiig oiii„;T iinimi with iho radicals 
t he fiitttr had raised the issue of disentab- 
lirthmuutto such prominence that it could 
not be removed, from tho controversy.

stcuiiin.; an aliianca with tho radicals to 
leave such radical and liberal candidates 
aa were already in nomination free to re- 
main stondf.'-.st to their pled^'es. So many 
of those .candidates had pledged them- 
stdves to disestablishpaent thattho oonaer- 
vativcs fi'Tcing the question to tho fi'oiit 
arrayed tiit iii-iciiveb unitedly in favor of 
the ostaliil-ilK-d cliurch. Thoy dorjve inn- 
meiiao assistance from tho Catholic clprgy 
of Groat Britain headed by Cardinal New- 
man. Tho more prominent British Cath- 
olip prelates joined tho conservatives in 
delViidiiig tho church taking the ground 
that any roligioii was bbtter tliau no la- 
ligioii, that the established church was 
one of England's greatest bulwarks 
against inunonility and that to 'save it 
frora destruction was a moral duty. This 
served but to cement tho union between 
the Catholica nud |}.Of.rie rulers and tho 
conservatives, and to ma,ke fcjja whole 
ouostion of prime impoftanoa oonset- 
<ui;vo leaders were inspired to renewed 
activity, and they Iiave succeeded in forc- 
ing the light, 'Xiic j)0!;nl<) of Great Britain 
aro 10 night thoroughly aroiiscij on the 
reli^:ion.s principle, and every clorgyma^j 
has bccoi;;i5 for the time a bitter jpartisan 
politician on one uf. th.B two aides to the 
ccntrover^-y.

Tho 
eoiiatitueiicies ciintestud by these candi- 
tlatbs will noarly all insist on their fidelity 
to the pladge. In Scotland tho embar- 
rassraenta in the fi.t-premier'a wayare par- 
ticularly great; 1,'170 diaaentiiig Scotch 
clergymen have signed an address to him 
declaring they look to him ito overthrow 
tho state church.

Sa.n Fkancisoo, Nov. 5. — The C7/ironic/o 
prints an editorial on the opening of thu 
Canadian Pacific railroad, which is fixed 
for to-day, in which connection it says; 
".-\. report ccmes from London tkat a con- 
solidation between tho Canadian Pacific 
aud tho Grand 'i'runk haa been, or is 
about to be effected, and that both roads 
are to bo placed under control of a single 
individual. This would imply a trans- 
continental line from ocean to ocean, 600 
miles shorter than the line from San 
Franciaco to Now York, all under single 
managomont. Tho Grand Trunk haa 
constantly beon able to dictate terms to 
iti aoulhern rival-s, tho New York Cen- 
tral, Ponnaylvania Central, Erie, Balti- 
more and Ohio, simply bocauao it was 
hopelessly bankrupt; and whilo ita compe- 
titors had to look out for their atock- 
hsldcrs as well as their bondholders, it | 
had no co'icni, abon* ''ta stock, and did 
not care whether it earned interest on its 
bonds. Jifow this hopelessly insolvent 
concern marries itself to another concern 
so hopeleaaly inaolvont that competent 
judges in thu CaiicidiaQ p.iyliBineiU have 
declared that ita eavi'iinga will fall short of 
ita running expenses by two or three 
millions a year. Competition with such 
a rival la mere suicide. It does nut care 
how muoh U loses. It has no credit to 
lose, and it can default on its interest 
without injury. If it gets so low that it 
cannot pay ita lacii, the Canadian govorn- 
luent will coma to its rescue, in order to 
save Si disiinotively Canadian line. It 
will be a short-sighted policy to deepiao 
auch competition for the tvado between 
Asia and Europe. Tho Southern Pacilic 
would hotter buatir itself. The Northern 
Pacific proved so Gorioua a rival that tho 
Southern Pacific waa compelled to carry 
tea from the ocean for §300 a car, in 
Older to head off its competition. This 
Canadian oonoeru will prove a much more 
formidabla opponent. It haa the ad- 
vantage of a shorter line, and of the c-on- 
ditiou of bankruptcy. If mir California 
lineado not inj.eot unusual energy into 
the 6gh«, the reaulta may be grave."
